The work of retooling our 
plants throughout the country to 
prepare for the heaviest production 
schedule we have ever undertaken 
is now nearly complete. 

“But we realize that any new 
automobile that is to gain and hold 
public esteem today, whether it shall 
sell for $500 or $10,000, must per- 
form exactly as it is designed to 
perform. No automobile manufac- 
turer, in this day and time, should 
allow the public to do his testing 
and proving for him. The Ford 
Motor Company cannot afford to 
permit the automobile user to dis- 
cover imperfections in these new 
models. 

“We haven’t discovered any 
faults in the finished new Ford 
ear, but we are taking nothing for 
granted. If there are any faults, 
they shall be found and remedied 
before any of the cars are offered 
for sale. 

“When the Model T Ford car was 
designed more than twenty years 
ago, no one could foresee the wide 
variety of conditions under which 
it would operate. It did not occur 
to us that that automobile would 
be expected to perform as satisfac- 


torily in Alaska as in South Africa. | 


We knew little about the varying 
effects of climatic conditions in 
Boston and in Colon upon automo- 
bile motors and other equipment. 
We had yet to discover that car- 
buretion at sea level presented one 
definite problem, while carburetion 
at very high altitudes presented an 
entirely different problem. 

“Many of these difficulties were 
first brought to light by people who 
had bought cur cars and used them 
under those diverse conditions.

NEW FORD TO HAVE HIGH

New York, Aug. 11.—Concerns 
building machinery for the Ford 
plant for the manufacture of the 
new Ford model have been told by 
representatives of the motor com- 
pany that the new car will have a 
high compression engine which will 
operate on ethyl gas and give 
thirty miles to the gallon, says a 
Dow, Jones & Co. report. The car 
will have a gear shift, four-wheel 
brakes, wire wheels and a radiator 
similar to the Lincoln, says the re- 
port.

Held Tax Exempt

allied industries and to the own- 
ers of motor cars generally. It re- 
veals that storage batteries, which 
can be used very advantageously 
for a variety of purposes other 
than for automobiles, are not tax- 
able under the Federal excise rate 
of 5 per cent. of the selling price. 

The Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment compelled the Philadelphia 
Storage Battery Company to pay 
this tax on the theory that stor- 
age batteries came within the 
classification of “automobile ac- 
cessories,” of section 900 of the 
act of November 23, 1921, levying 
the tax on motor parts. ‘ 

While it is, of course, common 
knowledge that a storage battery 
iS a component part of a motor car 
and manufacturers of batteries sup- 
ply the automobile trade, the bat- 
tery company was sustained by the 
court in its contention that inas- 
much as the tax law did not spe- 
cifically designate a storage battery 
as an automobile part, it is not an 
accessory, for the reason that it is 
used in radios and in other ways 
that give it general utilization and, 
furthermore, that it is not a feature 
specially applicable to automobiles 
or motor-driven vehicles. 

As the government bureau adhered 
to its construction of the law, the 
company paid its tax under protest 
and then filed suit for restoration of 
the money. 

Judge Dickinson says in his deci- 
sion :— 

“There is no such thing as an 
automobile storage battery, or a 
storage battery for automobiles in 
the nomenclature of the trade and 
no ‘article, or thine so known. It 
follows that the plaintiff did not 
sell any. What it sold was ‘stor- 
age batteries, and these are not 
taxed by the act. 

“The construction which we give 
|to the phrase, ‘sold for automo- 
biles’ (which is in the taxing act) 
is not anything which the seller 
or buyer intends for automobile use 
| or that which is, in fact, so used: 
}nor anything which is adapted to 
| such use; but it is whether the thing 
attempted to be taxed can be identi- 
fied as the thing which the law has 
taxed by the name or descriptive 
| Phrase used in the law.’

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‘The Evolution of the Heater 


N TRACING the progress of the automobile in American | 
life, one of the most interesting indications of the develop- 
ment is the evolution of the car heater 
In the beginning, when the automobile was somewhat; 
justly called “the rich man’s toy,” driving a car in winter | 
was a spartan feat. The driver had no protection and sat 
exposed to the elements. Practically all cars were stored | 
during the cold months. Then gradually the motor car 
began to take an important place in our business and social 
life. People found that they could not afford to get along 
all winter without the superior mobility that the car gave 
them. They demanded protection and the makers gave them 
tops and later inclosed bodies. 
But after the drivers had been given some protection | 
from actual snow and wind, they began derhanding some 
form of heat, to make the interior of the car not only al 


sible but comfortable in cold weather. 

At first the car makers took a leaf from the old car-| 
riage industry’s book and used briquettes for heating. Little! 
charcoal heaters were installed in cars, which gave a com- 
fortable warmth to the feet. Then some wise designer 
evolved the exhaust-type heater and for many years this} 
type dominated the market. The exhaust heater was expen- 
sive as automotive equipment went, but it was effective. 

However, the industry by this time was producing very 
moderately priced cars and it began to demand a low-priced | 
heater, and along came the hot air type. This new type! 
required little but a piece of sheet metal around the exhaust | 
and an outlet for the heated air to reach the driving com- 
partment. 
still in use and are still effective. 

And now a new type of heater, the hot water unit. For 
years we have used hot water heaters in our homes and 
apparently the principle now to be transferred to our 
cars. The hot water car heater has been seen before, but 
this year there are at least three makers who are offering 
heating units of this type for motor car use. One manu- 
facturer this field has informed the Automotive Daily 
News that his orders for heaters are now far in excess of 
the production capabilities of his plant. He is going to 
increase his capacity to meet the apparent demand for this 
type of heating plant. 

Another interesting sidelight on the development of the 
motor car is to be found in the shock absorber field. Years 
ago the friction type of shock reducer achieved a real dom- 
inance in the field. There was scarcely a car that was not 
equipped with shock absorbers of this type. Some years 
ago the hydraulic shock absorber made a modest appearance | 
and for Several years this type made only moderate head- 
way. Then almost overnight the hydraulic unit leaped into 
popular favor. General Motors acquired a hydraulic absorber 
for use on all its tremendous production. Rumor has it that 
the new Ford ear will carry hydraulics. Other manufactur- 
ers have adopted the type, which today holds a position of 
dominance in the field. Some obse rvers believe that the 
friction type absorber will pass out of the picture. Un- 
doubtedly many manufacturers of this type will switch their 
allegiance to the hydraulic unit, but in this connection it will 
be well to remember that, while General Motors through its 
United Motor Service and its tremendous organization was 
able io effect a revolution in a day, another company might 
not find the going so easy. 

Cases of this sort are extremely interesting in the side- 
lighis they throw on the progress of automotive develop- 
ment.
